DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Reconsideration 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Status of Claims 

2. Responsive to the amendment filed 1 5 May 2009, no amendments are made to 
the claims. Claims 20, 21 , 23-30, 34-40 and 48-49 are currently under examination. 

Status of Previous Rejections 

3. Responsive to the amendment filed 15 May 2009, the prior art rejections are 
withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
finds that none of the prior art teaches or makes obvious a method of making high 
density green compacts by compacting a completely alloyed steel powder with the 
claimed particle size distribution, lubricant amount and compaction pressure in claim 20. 
Applicant previously submitted a declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 showing unexpected 
results over Ozaki (see previous Office action). Applicant has stated that the Ozaki 
reference is the closest prior art, which the examiner agrees (see MPEP 716.02). 
Therefore, the rejections based on Rutz are withdrawn.
